Cherish This Privilege 

Nowadays you don’t have to be a political scien¬ 
tist to understand the value of the democratic ballot. 
You don’t v have to go far to find out what a scarce 
commodity the true, democratic ballot has beeme in 
the world, and what value we here in Canada should 
place on it. The heart of Democracy is the free vote, 
and only when you find voters going to the polls with¬ 
out fear, and casting their ballot without coercion can 
you have true Democracy. 

There are alien and evil political systems which 
try to cloak themselves with the sacred name of 
Democracy. But such systems do not allow citizens to 
do what the citizen of a Democracy takes for granted 
—cast a secret ballot for a freely nominated candidate. 
In fact, many citizens of our Democracy take their 
franchise so much for granted that they seem to con¬ 
sider it a God-given right. Some of them think so little 
of this privilege that they will not even bother to go 
to the polls to vote. In the last federal general election 
in Canada—in 1953—there were more than two and a 
half million Canadians who, having the right to vote, 
failed to take advantage of this precious right which 
should be considered a direct responsibility. 

Yet at this very moment there are, In this world 
of ours, people who are scheming, risking death and 
torture, with but one idea in mind—the restoration, or 
attainment of free elections, the secret ballot, the right 
of every man to vote for his freely chosen candidate. 

It is on the sturdy foundation of free elections 
that the whole fabric of our democratic system is 
built—our free press, oui; freedom of speech and of 
religion, our right to work and to live as we will. It 
is a rare privilege, and a heritage handed down to us 
by our forbears. We should guard it well. Through the 
press, radio and films we have easy access to all the 
information we need in order to arrive at a sound 
judgement in casting our ballots. We have a duty 
which must be accepted if we are to keep our Demo¬ 
cracy strong and vital. These rights of our are well 
worth guarding.

Hava you avar considered that the police¬ 
man you ara grumbling about for havihg 
handed you a parking ticket may have, 
only a short time before, prevented a fatal 
accident involving your child . :. that the 
motorist, peeved when stopped for speed¬ 
ing or' careless driving, may bo only 
minutes away from killing or injuring 
you or one of your family? Hava you ever 
stopped to think that as you sleep peace¬ 
fully in your bed at night, an army of man 
in blue are on guard to prevent the law¬ 
less from having a field day of theft, 
assault or even murder, at your expense? 
Sometimes we are all apt to view the 
policeman as a disciplinarian put in our 
midst to annoy us personally, and forget 
that without the law-and order that he 
maintains, our society would fast become 
chaotic. 


With the increasing problems of modern 
society, through traffic hazards and the 
complexity of high speed living, the new 
police constable is required to meet ever 
increasing standards. His job requires 
understanding and tact, firmness of char¬ 
acter and courage.

Spray Weeds Early 


It has been found that weeds do most damage, 
in. competition with growing crops, during the 
early stages of growth. For this reason farmers 
usually plan to start spraying about June 1st or very shortly 
afterwards. In control of broad leafed weeds the choice lies 
between two types of spray, 2,4-D for wheat and barley, and 
MCP for oats, flax and legume crops. At the same time, 
TCA may be used for narrow leafed weeds such as green 
foxtail in flax. Whatever product is used, it is important to 
follow the instructions carefully.
